tual grand total of subscriptions a- 
mounted to $701,958,950. To this sum 
must also be added a total of bond 
conversions worth $95,875,650, thus 
giving the full amount of money a- 
vailable for war expenditures at 
$806,834,600, and exceeding the war 
loan subscriptions of the 1918 drive 
which then amounted to $707 million.

Bank’s Crop Report — 
Shows Seeding Complete 


Below will be found a brief synop- 
sis of telegraphic reports received at 
the Head Office of the Bank of Mon- 
treal from its branches. ‘ 

General—In the Prairie Provinces 
seeding is virtually completed, Ger- 
mination has been even and cool wea- 
ther has promoted sturdy growth. 
Higher temperatures, prevalent for 
the past. few days, will stimulate the 
progress of all crops. Moisture con- 
ditions. are generally satisfactory, 
but more rain would be welcome in 
northern Manitoba, central Saskat- 
chewan and northern Alberta. There 
has been little damage from frost or 
insects, but weeds are prevalent in 
many districts. Pastures are in good 
condition, except in northern Alber- 
ta. In Quebec Province, seeding and 
planting condiitens generally have 
been favorable, but, although crops 
were in the ground earlier than us- 
ual, growth has been retarded by 
cool, dry weather. In Ontario crops 
generally have suffered from lack of 
moisture, and this has largely offset 
the advantage of an early seeding. 
In scattered areas recent showers 
have relieved the situation, but wide- 
spread rains are needed to ma.ntain 
normal growth. In the Maritime 
Provinces, cold, wet weather has 
caused delay in many areas in the 
planting of root crops, but the sowing 
of grain has been completed. In 
British Columbia, shay, grain and ve. 
getable crops are well advanced, but 
prospects are for light yields of cher- 
rieg and apples.

another vessel which is in a position 
to take them on board.” 

To this agreement, the German 
Government of Adolf Hitler freely 
and of its. own volition gave its ad- 
herence on November 23rd, 19386, It 
was von Ribbentrop himself who 
“most respectfully declared that the 
German Government accepts the reg- 
ulations testated above and accepts 
them as binding upén it from today.” 

How “binding” is a German prom- 
ise? It cannot possibly be contended 
that the safety of passengers and 
crew was assured “by proximity of 


land,” for the Robin Moor was sunk | 


700 miles at sea. 

The plain fact, once more driven 
home, is that a promise of the Ger- 
man Government is not worth the pa- 
per it is written on.

STILL GROWING 

Including Edmonton men who are 
serving in the fighting, forces away 
from home, the annual civic census 
shows the population of the city to 
be 93,924, an increase for the year 
of 2,201.

A SAD LETER. 


Miss Agnes Canham writing from 
Hull, England, a centre Canadian 
readers already know as having been 
a centre of Nazi bombing tells a sad, 
sad story to friends here, friends 
made whtn she was an ‘exchange 
teacher’ this district some years ago. 

She writes in part: (May 14)... 
my favorite brother died suddenly 
three weeks ago... he had been much 
over-worked since the war as assis- 
tant superintendent of the telephone 
service in Hull. Then he had some 
teeth extracted and collapsed after 
it... he was ill a fortnight ....we 
were having intensive raids at the 
time and he could not be moved 
quickly when the sirens went, so he 
had to be nursed in a shelter, and in 
a shelter in his garden my dear bro- 
ther died. He had just moved into a 
lovely home with a beautiful garden 
and he was so proud of it... Since 
his death his house has been bombed’ 
and roof, ceilings, doors and windows 
were destroyed. 

You may have heard of the ‘blitz’ 
of the humber area. Well! it was 
Hull that had it for two long hellish 
nights. We had waves and waves of 
bombers over for about seven hours 
with terrific bombing, land mines and 
thousands of incendiary bombs All 
the main shopping streets in the 
centre of the town havé been utterly 
destroyed by bombs and fires. Every 
big store is gone—cinemas, churches, 
works of every description and half 
the schools have been hit; my own 
school is in a terrible state. In ad- 
dition all the suburbs have been 
bombed—in every part of the city 
are hundreds of houses damaged and 
many completely down to a heap of 
rubble. if sddition to individual fu- 
nerals,. 300 victims were byried in a 
communal grave, one of them being a 
young teacher of 21, an only daugh- 
ter, from a nearby school. All schools 
are closed until further notice and 
teachers are on duty in connection 
with evacuation of the homeless. Two 
of our teachers were, fire-watching on 
the night when our school was burnt.
